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DUNGARTHILL 


(‘HE HERD was founded in 1949 and 1950 with the purchase of 

females from Capt. de Q. Quincey, Naemoor and Bapton; and later 
on at the Cruggleton and Millhills Dispersal Sales. Most of these blood- 
lines have bred well, and the female championship was won at the Royal 
Highland Show in 1960. Bulls and heifers have been sold for export 
to many parts of the world. 


Chapelton Comet, purchased for 2000 guineas in 1955, left some 
excellent females, notably Dungarthill Maude, reserve female champion 
at the Royal Highland and Great Yorkshire Shows, and female cham- 
pion at the Perth Show, in 1962, when she was seven years old. 


In 1957, Baldowrie Braemar was purchased, and in 1960 his crop 
of calves at Perth averaged £1094, with a top price of 2300 guineas. This 
bull left many lovely females in the herd. 


Dron Xerxes, a Ist prize winner at Perth, was purchased in 1960 


for 2200 guineas, and sired the Perth reserve champion in February, 
1963. 


ARDBENNIE 


HE HERD was founded in 1959, when selected females from 
Banchory, Lawton, Kinellar, Islabank, and Pittodrie were pur- 
chased, together with the bull, Pittodrie Robin. 


In February, 1961, the Perth champion heifer, Tolquhon Crystal 
Ramsden, was purchased from Mr. J. L. Sleigh for 850 guineas, and 
that summer she won the reserve female championship at the Royal 
Highland Show and the supreme championship at the Great Yorkshire, 
while in the following year she won the female championship at both 
the Royal Highland and Royal Shows. 
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Also in 1961, the complete Naemoor Herd was acquired from the 
late Major Robert Moubray, comprising females by such famous sires 
as Calrossie Baronet, Calrossie High Tension, Calrossie Defiance, and 
Bapton Controller. 


In February, 1962, the herd provided the reserve supreme cham- 
pion in Naemoor Escort, sold to Canada for 2000 guineas, and, in 1964, 
the same award was won by Ardbennie Guest, sold to the Anderson 
Brothers for 1500 guineas. 


In 1963, Bapton Crocus Robin was purchased for 3500 guineas, and 
at Perth in February, 1965, bulls by this sire topped the sale averages; 
Ardbennie Horoscope making 8000 guineas to Sefior Carlos Duggan, 
the second highest price of the sale; Ardbennie Hornbeam, 1600 guineas 
to Mr. P. H. Dickson, Coldoch; and two others 1000 guineas each. 


Towards the end of 1964, the greater part of the famous Calrossie 
Herd of Beef Shorthorns, which should surely need no historical intro- 
duction, was purchased jointly by Dungarthill and Ardbennie, with the 
intention that they should be absorbed as far as possible within these 
two herds. 


It is hoped that the cattle offered in this Draft Sale form a fair 
representation of the three herds concerned, comprising as they do a 
proportion of young females from the best breeding blood-lines in each. 


Since it was necessary to prepare the Catalogue some months 
ahead, details of service and calving dates will require amendment to 
bring them up to date. This information will be available shortly before 
the Sale.

1. The Cattle will be exposed separately according to the numbers in the 
following Catalogue. The Auctioneers reserve the right to refuse any bid 
without assigning any reason. The highest offerer of each lot will be pre- 
ferred to the purchase (subject to Article 3)—each offer exceeding the former 
by at least one guinea. All entries must be clearly tattooed in the ear with 
their correct tattoo letters and numbers in accordance with the Regulations 
of The Shorthorn Society, and any animal found not being so tattooed will 
be reported to the Directors of The Beef Shorthorn Cattle Society, and such 
animal may be rejected from the Show and Sale. Twins must be so described, 
also whether twin with a male or female. A twin female with a male will 
not be accepted, unless guaranteed in calf, or having had a calf. 


2. The pedigree of each animal is guaranteed to be correct and registered 
or accepted for registration in Coates’s Herd Book (Beef) by the person 
whose name appears as the Exposer, but every animal is sold subject to all 
visible faults, except where a bull is sold with only one testicle down 
the owner must make intimation to this effect in the Catalogue. Buyers 
must satisfy themselves as to the correctness of all bull calves, under 10 
months old, before taking delivery. No liability whatever is undertaken 
by the Auctioneers for the statements appearing in the Catalogue or made 
at the Sale. The Exposer who supplies such statements is alone responsible 
for any error or mis-statement.

Baldowrie Braemar was purchased at Perth in February, 1957, for 1000 
guineas, and was the only son of Baldowrie Aladdin (the junior and reserve 
supreme champion in 1955) in this country. Braemar’s first crop of calves 
at Perth in February, 1960, averaged £1094, and made him the fifth top 
selling sire of that sale. He was the sire of the reserve group of three, which 
included Dungarthill Command, sold to Naemoor for 2300 guineas. Brae- 
mar’s dam is also the mother of Baldowrie Balmoral, who was used most 
successfully at Baldowrie. He left some lovely females at Dungarthill. 


BANCHORY ORANGEMAN = (8074)—sire, Gallant Marshal; dam, 
Banchory Orange Pet by Millhills Zeus. 


Banchory Orangeman, red, a bull with plenty of bone and ruggedness, has 
exeried a great influence on the breed in recent years. With Cruggleton 
Perfect featuring on each side of his pedigree, he has suited Calrossie females 
well. He was the last bull purchased by the late Capt. John MacGillivray 
for the herd, and he has a great record, with his 23 sons sold at Perth during 
the past seven years averaging £2174. His grandsons have either been supreme 
champion or top price at Perth for a number of years past. At nine years 
old, he is still active.

Bapton Controller was supreme champion at Perth in 1957, and a member 
of all the champion groups. He was purchased by Naemoor for 6500 guineas.

1960 he sired two Ist prize winners, the champion two-year-old and reserve 
senior champion, and two further prize winners. His progeny in that year 
won many prizes at the summer shows, including a Ist prize at the Royal 
Highland Show and the male championship at the Great Yorkshire Show. 
In 1961, eight of Controller’s sons at Perth in February averaged £754, and 
all but two were awarded prize tickets. Naemoor Dictator was sold to 
Bapton for 2400 guineas, and Naemoor Dauntless was sold to Duncrahiil 
for 1100 guineas.

Bapton Crocus Robin was 2nd in his class at Perth in 1963, when he was 
purchased for Ardbennie at 3500 guineas. His sire, Bapton Brave Robin, a 
massive bull, with tremendous bone, was a double grandson of Bapton Con- 
structor, whilst his dam, Bapton Mary Crocus, an outstanding female of this 
famous Bapton Crocus family, among her many show successes, won four 
supreme championships. She was by Bapton Enterprise, who sold for £12,000 
in the Argentine in 1953. His first crop of calves at Perth in February, 1965, 
averaged just over £2000, making him the top sire of the year. His sons in- 
cluded Ardbennie Horoscope, sold for 8000 guineas to Sefor C. Duggan, 
Argentina; Ardbennie Hornbeam, sold for 1600 guineas to the Coldoch Herd;

Chapelton Comet was purchased from Mr. James Biggar at Perth in Feb- 
ruary, 1955, for 2000 guineas. He was used successfully at Dungarthill for three 
seasons, and, in January, 1958, was sold to Messrs. T. Fincham & Son, Cape 
Province, South Africa, for a high price. Immediately after arrival in that 
country, he won the supreme championship at the Queenstown Show. Two 
of his daughters, Dungarthill Maude and Dungarthill Jealous Anona, proved 
great show females, both being selected to represent the breed at the Royal 
Highland Show at Ayr in June, 1958, for The “ Farming News” Inter-breed 
Trophy. 


DRON XERXES (20091)—sire, Crichton Blanco; dam, Dron Crocus Reine. 


Dron Xerxes was purchased at Perth in February, 1961, when he was Ist 
in his class, for 2200 guineas. His first crop of calves at Perth in February, 
1963, included Dungarthill President, junior and reserve supreme champion, 
and Lawton Craigen, sold for export to the Anglo-Scottish Cattle Company 
for 900 guineas. 


CALROSSIE HYPERBOLE (391674)—sire, Calrossie Welcome; dam, Rothes 
Flower by Naemoor Marshal. 


Calrossie Hyperbole was used for five seasons at Calrossie with great 
success. He has sired two Perth champions, and, in 1957, he headed the list 
of successful sires, his seven sons averaging £2516. 


DUNGARTHILL PRESIDENT (above)—sire, Dron Xerxes; dam, Dungart- 
hill Hopeful Pauline by Baldowrie Braemar—was junior and reserve supreme 
champion at Perth in 1963.
